Washington, April 14,.—(Special.)—The 
igold democrats who have been making 
such optimistic claims of what they would 
do in carrying states, have taken genuine 
alarm recently. 

Such a partisan gold paper as The Wash- 
fncion Post now admits that the free 
coinage democrats will control the Chicago 
convention. 

It cites the action of Oregon as showing 
the direction of the wind. It adds that 
Missouri is going for free coinage like a 
prairie fire. U. S&S. Hall has been making 
the administration's fight out there. He 
was turned down in every county, includ- 
ing his own. Uncle Josiah Patterson has 
nad a taste of the same medicine in Ten- 
nessee, and now the blue-eyed cuckoo of 
Alabama has been led like a lamb to the 
slaughter. 

Senator Palmer concedes Ilfinois to the 
free ceinage men. Voorhees concedes In- 
diana amd Colone! Brice says only a 
v gorous fight and finances can save Ohio 
from going in the silver column. Indeed 
jt looks like everything is going one way. 

There will be 84 votes in the convention 
exclusive of the territories. The Wash- 
ington Post, in figuring on the result, puts 
Georgia, Kentucky, Virginia and Wash- 
ington in the doubtful column and then 
concedes 409i votes to the free coinage peo- 
ple.

MILLIONS TO SPEND. 


The House Passes the Fortification and 
Coast Defense Bill. 
Washington, April 14.—The house today 
passed, without division and practically 
without objection, the bill making appro- 
priations for fortifications and coast de- 

fenses. 

its passage was advocated by Hainer, 
republican, of Nebraska; Sayers, democrat, 
of Texas; Bartlett. democrat, of New 
York; Livingston, democrat, of Georgia;

bers of the committee on appropriations, 
and Mr. Baker, republican, of New Hamp- 
Shire. The latter criticised the committee 
for not going further and appropriating 
sll the money asked by Generals Flagler 
and Craighill, 

Mr. Berry, democrat, of Kentucky, was 
the only opponent of the bill. He said the 
money would be better spent in building 
Ships than in fixed batteries. : 

The secretary of war estimated that 
$8,045,163 could be expended in the coming 
year. The bill carries specific appropri- 
ations amounting to $5,842,337; and authori- 
ty is given the secretary of war to make 
contracts involving the further expendi- 
ture of $5,542,276, making the total authoriz- 
ed expenditure in the bill $11,370,613. 

The follhowing shows the aggregate 
amount appropriated and authorized by 
contract under each subdivision of the 
bill, namely: Gun and mortar batteries, 
$5,200,000; sites for fortifications, $250,000; 
preservation and repair of fortifications, 
$09,000; sea walls and embankments, $17,- 
%5; torpedoes for harbor defense, $100,000: 
armament for fortifications, $5,502,673; prov- 
ing ground, Sandy Hook, N. J., $38,000; 
Watertown arsenal, Massachusetts, 
900; Benecia arsenal, California, HOO; 
Watervliet arsenal, New York, $3,105, : 
ordnance and fortification board, $100,000; 
Fortress Monroe, sewerage system, $9,260.

Denver, Col., April 14.—For a tim it 
Icoked squally last evening in the vici Y 
of the county jail, where Oaki, the dou 
murderer, is imprisoned. Jast night sent. 
ment had grown inflamed, and the entjre 
pcelice-reserves were called out three times 
to protect the prisoners. 

As the crowd grew in density cries of 
“Lynch him!” ‘Don’t wait on the courts!” 
“Japanese minister cannot save him!’ end 
other excited appeals led the crowd to make 
a rush for the narrow jail entrance. 

Twenty riflemen were stationed inside, 
under command of the jailer, but their 
fire was to be reserved for the breaking of 
the door. Meantime a riot call was sent out 
and two patrol wagons loaded with armed 
men, escorted by mounted police, swept 
through the mob. Repeated charges failed 
to disperse the gathering and then the of- 
ficers formed in line and again broke 
through the mob, which merely closed be- 
hind. Clubs were drawn and nearly a 
score were arrested and taken ‘to the city 
jail, charged with inciting a riot. At mid- 
night the crowds had thinned out. 


SHOULD TEACH GROVER. 


Dr. Cleveland Preached Democratic 
Principles and Was Bounced. 

New York, April 144.—A special to The 
Recorder from Watertown, N. Y., says 
that Rev. William Cleveland, brother of 
Grover Cleveland, was today dismissed 
from the Presbyterian church at Chau- 
mont. Dr. Cleveland has been pastor of 
the church for the past five years. Com- 
plaint was made against him by part of the 
congreguticn because he preached sermons 
that were in favor of democratic principles. 
The committee to whom the matter was 
referred expressed its appreciation of the 
high Christian character of Dr. Cleveland 
and regretted the necessity of dismissing 
him.

Senator Platt Introduces a Bill Which 
Will Choke Them Off. 
Washington, April 14.—In the senaie to- 
cay Mr. Platt introduced a bill that pro- 
vides that any person who sha!! knowing- 
ly be a party to the transmiss‘on by tele- 
phone, telegraph, mail or express or oth- 
erwise, from one state or territory into 
another, of any gambling, bet or report of 
any such bet or the odds quoted on any 
race or prize fight or other event, or who 
shall knowingly receive or transmit such 
reports, or of any lottery drawing or 
scheme by means of cipher or otherwise, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punish- 
able-in the first offense by imprisonment 
for not more than two years and by a fine 
of not more than $1,000 or both, and in the 
second, and after «affenses, by imprison- 
ment only.

MISSOURI IS FOR 
FREE COINAGE 


Her Democrats Want Dick Bland as Their 
Candidate for President. 


CLEVELAND’S FEW FRIENDS 


Will Not Get a Chance To Go to 
icago.

THE STATE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION MEETS 


In Sedalia That Body Will Today 
Elect Delegates to the Chicago 
Convention. 


Sedalia, Mo.;*April 14.—(Special.)—Dele- 
Sates and democratic politicians from all 
over the state are arriving on every train 
to attend the meeting of the democratic 
state convention there tomorrow to elect 
delegates to the Chicago convention. 

Silver men are sure to carry everything 
before them, the delegatfon being prac- 
tically unanimously for free coinage at 16 
to 1. 

The city is decorated with flags and 
bunting and free silver banners. 

The democratic state committee met 
here today and decided upon Hon. W. H. 
Hatch, of Hannibal, for temporary chair- 
man of tomorrow's convention. Hatch is 
a free silver man, but not such an ex- 
tramist as Hon. M. E, Banton, of Neosho, 
who was favored by the new members of 
the committee. The majority of the old 
committee opposed free céinage, but last 
August the state convention added nine- 
teen ultra silver men to the committee, 
then composed of sixteen members. 

Ex-Governor Francis and other Cleve- 
jand democrats fought it bitterly, but 
were badly beaten. 

Today Hatch was the old committet- 
men’s candidate for temporary chairman, 
while Benton was supported by the ex- 
tremists of the new members. The gold- 
bugs consider Hatch’s selection as favor- 
able to their interests, but they have no 
possible show for a single delegate to the 
Chicago convention. 

Every district in the state will elect free 
silver delegates and the convention will 
send “Silver Dick’ Bland, Governor Stone 
and Senators Vest and Cockrell, the free 
silver ‘‘big four,’ to Chicago as delegates 
at large. 

From present indications Governor 
Stone will be chosen national committee- 
man to succeed John G. Prather, a gold- 
bug. 

An attempt was made in: the commit- 
tee meeting to boom Bland for the presi- 
dency, but he suppressed-it at once. The 
sentiment is- strongly in.favor.of Bland 
and he is pointed out everywhere as the 
next president«of the United States. 

Governor Stone said today: 

“It looks as if the free coinage demo- 
crats would have a majority at Chicago. 
The tide is turned in our favor, but the 
gold standard people are powerful and 
resourceful. They have nearly all of the 
big papers, nearly all of the federal office- 
holders and nearly all of the money. The 
stake they play for is large and the ulti- 
mate outcome is doubtful. The majority 
either way is bound to be small. All of 
the reports coming to me are very én- 
couraging. . 

The Missouri delegation will favor Bland 
if he will become a candidate; if not Boise 
will likely be their choice. 

The various congressional districts will 
hold caucuses tomorrow morning and se- 
lect their delegates and alternates to the 
Chicago convention. 

Nearly al) of the 538 delegates have al- 
ready arrived. 

An attempt to have the Cleveland ad- 
ministratien indorsed was contemplated, 
but so pronounced has become the opposi- 
tion:-to his financial policy that no such a 
futile attempt seems probable. Clevéland 
will have few friends in the Missouri dele- 
gation to Chicago. 

They May Be in Trouble. 

When, in conformity with precedents, 
the congressional delegations present the 
names of their chosen delegates to the Chi- 
cago convention, should the convention de- 
cide to reject such names as are consid- 
ered objectionable to the silverites all kinds 
of trouble may be looked for. The St, 
Louis contingent is divided and will pre- 
sent the names of several pronounced 
sound money advocates for delegates, the 
most prominent of whom is Chairman 
Charles C. Maffitt, of St. Louis. The plead- 
ers for harmony will insist that this dele- 
gates be accepted and that their creden- 
tials be signed by the chairman or secre- 
tary of the convention as per usage. 
Should the convention dictators refuse to 
accept them the committee on credentials 
at the national convention will have a 
knotty problem:-to solve. 

Late tonight the cry of ‘tno Carter” is 
being sounded by the silver men and it is 
given out that the mandate of the people 
of Missouri would be obeyed and nothing 
less than a solid free silver delegation from 
this state shall be sent to Chicago.

April 14.—Governor Brad- 
ley is tonigint uppermost for the contest 
of the republican instructions for president, 
but there is such a strong sentiment in fa- 
vor of McKinley there is no telling which 
one will win out tomorrow. Bradley had 
the better organization and won the in- 
structions in a majority of the district con- 
ventions. The big fight is going to be on 
temporary organization, and as there are 
enough contests to sway the result, a 
lively battle is expected. The district con- 
ventions, six of which were held today, 
have instructed as foliows: 

First, Bradley: second, Bradley; third, 
McKinley; fourth, Bradley; fifth, McKin- 
ley: sixth, McKinley; seventh, McKinley;

The district conventions today were very 
lively, The ‘hottest fight was in the third 
district, where the McKinley forces were 
led by Dr. W. Godfrey Hunter, the first 
republican nominee for United States sen- 
ator in the late contest. The fourth denied 
second instructions for McKinley by a vote 
of % to 72. The eighth was one-sided, as 
was the eleventh. In the tenth Bradley won 
by a majority of nine. The ‘ninth went 
for McKinley after a long delay, caused by 
a fight for permanent organization. 

The state convention will meet in this 
city at 2 o’clock tomorrow afternoon.

Upon arriving in the vicinity of Lechuza 
they found the insurgents gathered in a 
strong force. The Cubans made an aitempt 
to surround the Spanish column. The Span- 
ish troops fought with great desperation 
against heavy odds, but were defeated with 
losses of many killed and wounded. 

The Spanish Retreat. 

Divining the intention of the enemy to 
encircle his column Colcnel Debes ordered 
a retreat. In the retreat Captain Tort won 
great praise for maintaining the formation 
of the rear guard, though attacked by a 
geatly superior force of the enemy’s in- 
fantry. 

Spanish Fortify Themselves. 

The Spanisn column retired to San Clau- 
dio estate, on the north coast, where the 
troops fortified themselves to await the ar- 
rival of other government columms,. General 
Inclan arrived with his column very op- 
portunely.’ The troops under Colonel Debos 
were }*otected by the gunboat Alerta, 
which kept the enemy at bay. 

The Losses Were Heavy. 

Colonel Debos estimates that the force of 
insurgents which charged upon his com- 
mand numbered 5,000 men. The official re- 
port says the losses of the enemy must 
have been very great, aS Many men were 
seen to fall before the fire of the Span- 


ish troops. The government column, accord- 


ing to the official report, lost four men 
killed and one officer and thirteen soldiers 
wounded, but the fact is that the govern- 
ment’s losses were very heavy. The details 
are being withheld by the authorities. 

A Civilian Fired at by Rebels. 

A civilian, who volunteered to carry news 
of the predicament of the government col- 
umn to the nearest fort, ran the gauntiet 
of the rebel fire and was compelled to 
jump into water twice to save himself. 

General Inclan reports that upon his ar- 
rival at Colonel Debos’s camp he compelled 
Maceo to retreat from San Claudio. 

The Imparcial Tells Part of It. 

Madrid, April 14.—The Havana _ cor- 
respondent of The Imparcial says 
Maceo’s advance guard hase been com- 
pelled by the Spanish battalion Alfonso 
XIII to fall back upon the. main body of the 
insurgent army, which is at San Claudius. 

The encounter took place near Lechuza., 

The Spanish lost four killed and fourteen 


wounded. 
Seven Hours Retreating. 

Havana, April 14.—Further details of the 
engagement made public show that the 
Spanish column occupied two hours in ad- 
vancing from Mariel to the point where it 
met the main body of the insurgents. The 
retreat to the San Claudio estate, which is 
some distance west of Mariel, occupied 
seven hours. On their retreat the troops 
were exposed to a constant fire from the 
rebels in their rear an@ were frequently 
compelled to form squares to resist the 
charges of the enemy. It was necessary to 
use cannon to. open a way for the retreat 
of the vanguard. The wounded Spaniards 
were embarked upon a schooner under the 
fire of the Alerta. According to the milita- 
ry authorities here Colonel Sanchez Eche- 
varria, who had received o‘ders to act in 
connection with General DeBos and Gen- 
eral Inclan failed to arrive in time to assist 
the other bodies of Spanish troops, The 
authorities say that had he arrived in time 
Maceo’s force would have been badly whip- 
ped. 

Colonel Echevarria*has been relieved of 
his command and ordered to appear for 
trial before a courtmartial. 


DID THEY FILIBUSTER? 


Captain Hart Under Bond—Captain 
O’Brien To Surrender. 
Philadelphia, April 14.—John D. Hart, 
the steamship owner of this city, was ar- 
rested this afternoon on the charge of vio- 
lating the neutrality laws between this 
country and Spain in connection with the 
last voyage of the steamship Bermuda and 
was given a preliminary hearing before 
United States Comm«issioner’ Bell and 
bound over in £500 bail for a further hear- 

ing tomorrow. 

This is the second time Mr. Hart has 
been arrested on the charge of filibuster- 
ing. It was only a day or so ago that 
he was acquitted in New York on the first 
charge. Warrants of arrest are also in 
the hends of the United States marshal 
for Captain John O’Brien, master of the 
Bermuda; Mates Murphy and Symonson 
and Colonel Emilio Nunez, ome of the 
local Cuban leaders and who was a pas- 
senger aboard the Bermuda on the last 
voyage. | 

Arrangements have been entered into 
between counsel for the alleged filibusters 
and the government officers by which 
the cases will be transferred from this 
United States district to the United States 
court in New York. Captain O’Brien and 
his mates will come here from New York 
tomorrow morning and will surrender 
themselves to the United States marshal. 
They will be given a hearing tomorrow af 
the same time as Mr. Hart and all the 
men will undoubtedly be bound over for 
trial in New York. 

The information wpon which the war- 
rants were sworn out was made by Jose 
Congoste, the Spanish consul at this. pori. 
Dr. Congosto is said to have received the 
evidence upon which he made the imfor- 
mation from six or eight of the seamen 
of the Bermuda, who are said to be dis- 


satisfied with the treatment they received.

The defense was ready to fight strenu- 
ously any attempt to have the cases tried 
in the United States court here. 

The government made no objection to 
the cases being transferred to New York. 

Captain Clipperton, the British consul 
here, still refuses to give the Bermuda 
her clearance papers and the vessel will 
probably not be able to sail tomorrow as 
it was expected she would. 
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A Band of Insurgents Attack a 
Plantation. 
Havana, April 14.—A band of rebels at- 


tacked a number of laborers who were em- 
ployed in cutting sugar cane on the Con- 
Stancia estate. The guerrillas who were 
guarding the estate went to the aid of the 
laborers and in the fighting that ensued 
four of the guards and seven workmen 
were killed Four men were wounded. 
The rebel loss is unknown. The colonel of 
the Luzon battalion reports an engage- 
ment between his command and a rebel 
force between Rodriqua and Amaro, in 
the province of Santa Clara. The rebel 
loss, according to the report, was twenty- 
one killed, while only two troops were 
wounded.

DANGERS TO FEAR FROM THE NEW ORIENT 
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Restoration of Silver Coinage His 


Remedy for the Disastrous 
State of Things. 
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From The New York Mail and Express. 

Philadelphia, Pa., April 8.—In al! the 
world, with one possible but doubtful ex- 
ception in England, there is No firm of 
individual manufacturers of larger capi- 
tal and wider business than that of John 
& James Dobson, of this city. They have 
made known all over the world Ameri- 
ean industry in such forms as velyets, 
plushes, woolen cloths, biankets, worsted 
varns and carpets. For years, indeed since 
1851, they have stood in the van of those 
who believe in protection to American labor 
as well as to American capital. 

Mr. James Dobsen has long stood high in 
the inner circles of the republican party. 
His voice has been quietly potential in 
guiding its policy in the past. Today he 
gives to The Mail and Express a vivid pic- 
ture of the present industrial conditions 
and of what he conceives to be our future 
industrial perils, while at the same time he 
Suggests what he believes to be the path 
of wisdonr for the republican party in 


framing its declaration of principles in the 


national convention at St. Louis. 


The Recent Conference. 
Dobson is one of the manufacturers 
who attended the recent conference with 
the free silver senators at Washington. 
Naturally, I first invited his attention to 
the various explanations that have been 
Published about that conference. He was 
particularly requested to state whether 
this conference was an effort to promise 
the free silver men eastern support for free 
coinage in return for higher protective du- 
ties. 

‘No,” replied Mr. Dobson, emphatically. 
“Whatever interpretation may have been 
placed upon the conference, that was not 
its purpose. The original idea, as it Was 
broached to me, was to show the silver 
senators who had blocked the passage of 
the Dingley revenue bill, that higher cus- 
toms duties were of as much consequence 
to the mines, the sheep and the lumber of

the east. It seemed worth while to make 
an effort to convince the silver senators 
that they were only injuring the matcrial 
interests of their states without advancing 
the cause of silver by holding up the 
revenue bill.

Imports from Silver Countries. 

I asked Mr. Dobson to explain in what 
Way our domestic industries are aff«@ted 
by importations from countries haying 
currency based upon the silver standard. 

“Ah, the people of the United States 
have not awakened to the danger already 
wpon them from this source,’ cried Mr. 
Dobson, beginning to pace up and down

Tant their accuracy. In 1890 
infported into the United States from Japan 
300,000 rolls of co-called China mattings 
at an average cost of 12% cents per yard.

That is equivalent to 32,000,000 
yards at 51-5 cents, instead of at 12%

This has demoralized the silk in- 
dustry of this country, and so long as the 
rate of exchange remains as it is, no duty 
could be imposed high enough to check 
these importations. So with silk hand- 
kKerchiefs. Im 18%. we imported 254,000 
dozen. In 1895 the 
to 1,100,000 dozen. That shows graphi- 
cally, I think, the abnormal and alarming 
increase. of importations. So with manv 
other lesser articles. Why, the Japanese 


are supplying the world today with tooth 


brushes.’’ 
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facturing. No nation in the world has 
made such rapid progress in this industry 
as has Japan. Thetr 300,000 spindles in 18% 
Jumped at a bound to 750,000 in 18%, and 
they have orders placed in England today 
for 750,000 more. That is an increase of 
Spindlés at the astonishing rate of 100 per 
cent a year. So I have shown you that in 
the three great items of mattings, silks, 
and cotton cloth, the difference in exchange 
between the Japanese silver standard and 
Our present single gold standard is ruin- 
ing three great branches of American 
manufacturing. The south must in time 
feel this, as well as Pennsylvania, New 
York, and New England, for the south fs 
destined, under normal conditions, to be 
the home of the cotton factory.’ 
Not Due to the Tariff. 

“Cannot these increased importations be 
charged in part to the lower duties of the 
Wilson-Gorman tariff law?’ 

“I was just coming to that,” 
Dobson. “Take silks alone, The rate 
duty on silks is only 5 per cent lower un- 
der the present tariff than it Was under 
the McKinley law. That is not difference 
enough to multiply the silk importations of 
1890 by thirty in 1895. Matting under the 
McKiSiey act paid 20 per cent duty. Now 
it is admitted free. Add 20 per cent on the 
first cost in Japan—4 cents per yard—and 
it makes the cost 80-100 cents per yard more, 
making the cost if imported under the Mc- 
Kinley law 6 cents per yard, and under the 
present law 5% cents per yard, the differ- 
ence being in the rate of exchange from a 
silver to a gold standard, In other words, 
when gold and silver were of nearly equal 
value, the cost of matting was 125, cents, 
as against 5 1-5 cents today.” 

“Why does not this oriental competition 
affect other manufactures, such as iron 
and steel?’ 

“It will in time. When a nation like Ja- 
pan first enters the markets of the world, 
it naturally offers for sale the cheapest 
and plainest fabrics, requiring the least 
skill to make. As soon as this field 
covered, @s it already is in part, the new 
competing nation will turn its attention 
to costlier fabrics, requiring more labor 
and skill. Most woolen goods, as well as 
most iron and steel products, are thus 
far made in countries which are, like our- 
selves, on a gold basis,, so that in these 
branches of industry we are not yet con-

An “Object Lesson’? at Hand. 

I asked Mr. Dobson to give some illustra- 
tions of how these importations had af- 
fectd American labor. 

“That is the saddest part of the tale,” 
Was the reply. Mr. Dobson led the way to 
a window, which he threw open. ‘Look 
down there,” said he, pointing down the 
hill. ‘‘You see a few lights gleaming yon- 
der in the valley, Two years ago all the 
Surrounding blackness would have been 
twinkling with the lighted windows of hap- 
yy and prosperous homes.” The manu- 
facturer sighed as he gazed down the dark 
Schuylkill valley, and returned to his libra- 
ry. He resumed: ‘‘Here are more figures. 
but they have human interest and carry a 
pathetic meaning. The present importation 
of China mattings would keep busy 2,500 
ingrain carpet looms. That means work, 
directly, for 7,500 weavers, dyers and spin- 
ners. That means labor and wages for one- 
half the ingrain carpet workers of Phila- 
delphia. That means that about 30,000 peo- 
ple are indirectly caused to suffer by the 
stoppage of those 2,500 looms. Not one-half 
of the ingrain looms in the country are 
running today. That means that thou- 
sands of trained employes are out of work. 
And this does not apply to the weaving 
of ingrain carpets alone. What affects in- 
grains must affect other branches of the 
trade. The making of tapestries and Brus- 
sels suffers as well.’’ 

Mr. Dobson was so absorbed in this 
branch of his subject that he closed his 
eyes, and, taiking as if to himself, plunged 
into a little mental arithmetic. 

‘‘Let me see, 404,000 pieces of silk would 
be 16,000,000 yards a year. One loom weaves 
sixteen yards: a day. That would mean 
about 3,300 looms a year to make the silk 
we imported in 1895 from Japan alone, not 
to speak of China. That, I believe, is just 
about the number of silk looms now idle 
at Paterson. That throws directly out of 
work 10,000 people—dyvers, throsters and 
spinners, Indirectly, that brings hardship 
to 51,000 people. Those disasters have not 
yet struck our cotton milis. But they are 
coming and coming soon, and they will 
strike New England and check the growth 
of the new south.” 

“Mr. Dobson, will you say to what ex- 
tent these oriental importations have stop- 
ped the payment of wages within your per- 
sonal knowledge?’ 

“I do not like that part of my story,’° 
he replied, “but I'll tell you approximately, 
In 1893 our pay roll reached $136,000 a month. 
Our mills were then. running full and gave 
steady work to 5,000 people. Today our 
pay roll is $60,000 a month. By reductions

Mr. Dobson explained that he preferred 
to confine his statement to the shrinkage 
of pay rolls in dollars to his own experi- 
ence, but suggested that the figures he had 
already given carried their own infer- 
ence. Then he went on: 

“All this means distress 
ployes and manufacturers. The employes 
are earning either little or nothing at all, 
and yet they must live, and their necessity 
is dire. The manufacturer suffers because 
his expenses are constant for insurance, 
maintenace of plant and other items, These 
expenses in the aggregate are an enormous 
tax upon the capital invested in these 
crippled industries. For example, the 
neighborhood .of Providence, R. I., there 
are seventy-five -woolen mills. Of them 
fifty-four are standing still, and the rest 
are running only four days a week. It is 
hard to put into words what distress that 
1eans to both capital and labor. 

“Why, in all my experience of many 
years I have never seen business in such 
a condition as it is today. People won't 
buy’ Bdbo0de) “Decause they think that at 
another time they can buy them cheaper. 
There is no stability in prices. For ex- 
ample, only last week 10,000 cases of ging- 
hams were sold in New York at from 3% 
to 3% cents a vyard. Only a few weeks ago 
the price of these goods would have been 
to jobbers 6 to 7 cents a yard. Today, cot- 
ton cloth for converting purposes and for 
export sells in the south at 13 cents per 
pound. That is simply unprecedented in 
the annais of manufacturing.’

This, of course, finally reaches 
the pockets of the stockholders, big and 
little, at home and abroad, and carries dis- 
tress to those who had hoped to live on 
their invested earnings. We owe an enor- 
mous foreign indebtedness on our railroads. 
Many of our railroads have borrowed all 
they can, until almost all their rolling 
stock is pledged to car trusts, and thev 
have nothing left to borrow on. Not a rail- 
road securitv falls due that is paid off 
but by issuing a new security. In other 
words, they are not paying their debts, but 
are keeping their borrowing capacity up to 
its extreme limit.”

It is given out tonight on absolutely un- 
questioned authority that Governor Taylor 
is still for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. He has al- 
ways contended, and still contends, that sil- 
ver should be remonetized and placed back 
as it was before 1873.

A Store Was Burglarized Near That 
Place and the Delks Are Charged 
with It. 


Griffin, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—Interest 
in the Delk gang received a deciied impe- 
tus yesterday morning, when it was an- 
neurced that all three had spent the sight 
before tn a swamp not more than four miles 


west of the city. 
lt is a fact that since last Sunday morn- 


irg, at an early hour they have been in 
Spalding county. About 6 o'clock that day 
they were seen near Williamson, and just 
before dark they were seen passing the 
home of Mr. Frank Freeman, going in a 
nertherly direction. Mr. Frank Rogers, a 
grandson of Mr. Freeman, stated on the 
streets today that the party had been seen 


and recognized. 

When the rumors began to circulate yes- 
terday morning several citizens went out to 
the Redding place and viewed the remains 
of the camp. The birds had flown, how- 
ever, and their course was only a matter 
of conjecture. It was supposed that after 
visiting the scene of the late murder and 
conferring with their relatives and friends 
they were making their way back to the 
swamps of Coweta and Fayette cou ntizs. 

Last night the store of W. P. Horne, at 
Zetella, was broken open and a quantity 
of goods stolen. Several pairs of panis, 
shoes, socks and all the crackers and sar- 
dines in the house were taken. The cir- 
cumstancess al] point to the Delks as the 

perpetrators of this burglary and when 
found, if they are found, it is almost cer- 
tain that some of the plunder taken from 

Horne’s store will be on them. _ 

A strong posse has been organized and is 
after them now with better hopes of suc- 
cess than any that has yet gone out. Early 
this morning the sheriff of Pike county tel- 
egraphed to Chief of Police Shackelford for 
help. in response to his message Messrs. 
J. A. Sewart and George Stevens joined the 
searching party. Nothing has been heard 
from them, as there is no telegraph office 
at Zetella. 

Flint river lies only about one mile west 
from Zetella and it is there tkat the Delks 
would most likely go, and if the searchers 
have followed them all day it would be a 
very hard matter to guess their where- 
abouts. They certainly are not very near 
Zetella. 

If it is true that the outlaws were at this 
place last night, and the officers of the 
law are on.the right trail, the prospects 
of a capture are brighter than ever before.

ZLAMEL ELECTROCUTED. 


The Eighth Man Killed by the Current 
in New York. 

Dannemora, N. Y., April 14.—The eighth 
electrocution took place in the death cham- 
ber of Clinton prison this morning, when, at 
11:43 a. m., Josef Zlamel, the murderer of 
Teresa Kamaro, met death in the electric 
chair. Zlamel was accompanied to the 
chair by the village priest, and his ps 
moved in prayerup to the time the current 
of 1,840 volts w turned on. 

For several ys Zlame! has 
himself as anxious for the fatal day so he 
could, as he expressed it, ‘“‘go and see the 
gal.”’ His wish was at last granted. He 
was cool and composed and met death in 
@ manner that would indicate stupidity 
rather than bravery. This was the eighth 
electrocution at the prison, and like all the 
previous ones, was successful in every par- 
ticular. 

Owing to Zlamel’s strong physical devel- 
opment a new and exceedingly strong oak 
chair was made for the occasion. 

After the autopsy the remains were buried 
in quicklime in the prison cemetery.

Stadt, on the North sea. The admiral and 
some of his cfficers may attend tne coro- 
nation of Czar Nicolas and the czarina, as 
representing the United ‘States navy. 

The quietude that has existed tn Armenia 
for some months past is understood to be 
the reason why these vessels have been 
permitted to leave the Syrian coast. It is 
not likely, however, that they will return 
to America at present, but will remain on 
the European station, ready for any emer- 
gency that may arise in Turkey.

ENGINEER PATRICK REPORTS 
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On His Survey for a Canal—Gives the 
Cost and Direction of the Great 
Public Improvement, 


Macon, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—A long 
agitated and much needed public improve- 
ment in Bibb county is the drainage of the 
swamp. lying immediately below the city. 
if the swamp is drained it will reclaim 
a large area of valuable agricultural lands, 
and also be a benefit to the sanitation and 
health of the community. The county 
commissioners recently eraployed Civil In- 
gineer Patrick to make a survey and esti- 
mate the cost of constructing a large 
main canal to drain the swamp. At a 
meeting of the commissioners today Engi- 
neer Patrick submitted his report. He cal- 
culates that the cost of digging the canal 
will be $28,000. The canal will be about 
four miles long. It is proposed by the 
survey that the canal start near the park 
at the foot of Cherry street and run four 
miles in a@ southeasterly direction 
empty into Tohesofkee creek, which flows 
into the Oemulgee river. The canal at the 
starting point will be about fifteen feet 
wide. and will gradually widen until it will 
be about twenty feet at its outlet at Tohe- 
sofkee creek. It will be about five feet deep. 
The county will pay only for the main 
canal. The lateral canals will have to be 
dug by the owners of the property that is 
drained. The commissioners, if they ob- 
tain the rights of way, will no doubt com- 
mence the great public improvement at an 
early day. It is proposed to do the work 
with the county chaingang, which would 
be a big saving to the county iw cash. 


Another Big Enterprise. 

Following the meeting today of the coun- 
ty commissioners on the swamp drainage 
comes the paving bond election .omorrow. 
Macon will vote on the proposition to issue 
$180,000 of bonds, of which $130,000 shall be 
used for the purpose of paving the streets, 
The people of Macon are much interested 
in the result of the election tomorrow. lt 
will require about 1,025 votes to carry the 
election for bends. [f bonds win it means 
new life and hope for the city.

His Argument for the Single Standard 
Was About the Same as All Its 
Advocates Use. 
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Waycross, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Flenting G. duBignon spoke at noon to- 
day in the Fleming duBignon Institute, ‘at 
Homerville, to a large crowd. Among other 


things, he said: 

“In a certain section of this state men 
are proclaiming views and opinions in ad- 
vance of party action. Such a course, I 
not say, means the death of the 

As I have remarked before, though 
south Georgia may not carry off any 
honors in this senatorial contest, I pro- 
claim that she is the home of the unalloy- 
ed, rock-ribbed democracy. A large and 
respectable element of the democratic 
party favor the free, unlimited and inde- 
pendent coinage of ‘silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1. Now, that you may understand 
my argument better, and.that I may be 
able to present it clearly. I will admit that 
gold is coined free.of mintage and do not 
see why silver should not be coined free 
of mintage. There is no excuse for me 
to speak to Mr. Turner’s followers on the 
subject of ‘sound money.’ (Applause). 

“Mr. Turner’s matchless logic and 
convincing eloquence on this subject in 
his speeches throughout the eleventh dis- 
trict and in the United States congress 
has not been without its good effect and 
he is today admired by all men in this 
land and in foreign lands that favor 
‘sound money’ and honest government. 

“A depreciated currency,’ Mr. duBignon 
said, ‘‘the same as the silver advocates 
want to impose on this people and govern- 
ment, is not true money. True money is 
that money which can proclaim in joyous 
confidence, ‘I know that nmfy redeemer 
liveth.’ The silver argument,” he said, 
‘is the argument of the demogogue. I 
would offer as one remedy, should Mr. 
Crisp put the question to me as he did 
Secretary Smith, this suggestion: Stop 
your foolish talk about silver dollars. My 
second remedy is the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on state banks, which will 
do the people of the south more good than 
all the silver laws that can be passed be- 
tween now and doomsday. 

“But, returning to the argument of the 
silverites, I think the one purpose of their 
argument is protection. This protection 
robs the people and protects the silver 
mine owners to the extent of fifty cents 
on every silver dollar coined. The people 
lose that fifty cents protection and the 
silver mine owners get it.

Johnston says that Holmes was bad pay 
and that he is indebted to him now for a 
wagon, He says Holmes was always a 
persistent man at what he was doing; that 
in his dealings people could detect nothing 
peculiar about him that would lead one to 
believe he was bloodthirsty. 

Johnston says he knew the wife that 
Holmes lived with in Englewood, and knew 
of his trying to get his stenographer, Miss 
Kelley, to marry him. He kept telling her 
he knew a fellow who was in love’ with her 
and that her.religion was the only thing in 
the way. Finally Holmes said he was the 
man and tried to get her to marry him. 
This the girl told Johnston's wife. 

Johnston is a reliable man and these 
facts can be relied upon. He hasn’t any 
faith in the truth of Holmes’s so-called con- 
fession, but thinks he is simply seeking 
notoriety.

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NINTH DISTRICT DEMOCRATS. 


MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE YESTERDAY. 


The Congressional Nominating Con- 
vention Called for the 30th 
of June. 


Gainesville, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—The 
democratic executive committee of the 
ninth congressional district met at 11:50 
o’clock this morning and was called to 
order by Colonel James W. Henley, of 
Jasper, the chairman.

Mr. H. H. Perry, one of the candidates 
for congress, sent in a communication sug- 
gesting that ‘‘all action by the party in se- 
lecting a candidate for congress be deferred 
until after the national convention and that 
after that time a primary be held cn the 
same day over the entire district for the 
purpose of allowing the people to sclect a 
candidate.’’ 

On motion the communication was tabled 
for the time being and was never called up. 

Hon. J. R. Lumsden, of White, iriuicduced 
the following resolution, which was adopt- 
ed, to-wit: 

‘‘Resolved, That the democratic execu- 
tive committee of the ninth congressional 
district recommend and suggest to the 
county executive committees of the several 
counties of the district that have not al- 
ready selected delegates that they select 
delegates to the congressional convention 
of the district in June 6th next, and that 
each county in the ninth congressional dis- 
trict have twice the number of votes in 
the congressional convention to be held 
in said district as said county has mem- 
bers in the lower house of the general as- 
sembly of the state.’

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Stand by the Victory! 

The gold contractionists, the cuckoos, 
the enemies of the people and the ad- 
herents of the money power, having 
been whipped in Alabama from one 
end of the state to the other, have sé- 
denly changed their tactics. Thoush 
they made every effort to defeat fhe 
will of the people and to commit the 
democratic party of the state to the sin- 
gle gold standard, they now claim that 
they deserve some consideration at the 
hands of those whose interests they 
fought so fiercely and so relentlessly. 

We now hear it hinted and suggested 
that as some of the gold contraction- 
ists supported Johnston, the democratic 
party of Alabama ought to tie its hands 
behind its back, crawl under the bed 
and say nothing more about democratic 
principles. We hear it whispered that 
in erder to “preserve the harmony of 
~— Zparty,” the honest democrats who 
won the victory in Alabama should 
poeket their principles and say nothing 
about them in the state platform that is 
to be made by the men who will nomi- 
nate Johnston as the candidate of the 
democratic party. : 

In other words the gold contraction- 
ists, before they have even had the 
grace to acknowledge their overwhelm- 
ing defeat at the hands of the demo- 
eratic voters of Alabama, are now in- 
sisting that “in the interests of har- 
mony.” no free coinage declaration shall 
be made in the state platform and that 
delegation shall be sent to 
«Chicago. Already the newspaper cor- 
respondents are putting forward this 
programme to see what effect it will 
have on democratic public sentiment. 

“Party harmony,” it will be observed, 
becomes a very important matter when 
the phrase is employed to advance the 
interests of the gold contractionists who 
have done and are doing all they can to 
destroy it. What did Clarke and the 
handful of politicians at his back care 
-for party harmony when they went 
about the state demanding that the hon- 
est voters of Alabama should discard 
democratic principles and accept the

His eves 
have been opened to the truth by the ef- 
fect that the operations of the single 
gold standard have had on his business. 

He has seen his most profitable mar- 
kets destroved, and has seen the profits 
of his firm cut down to a minimum. 
More than this, he has opened his eves 
to the fact at the bottom of the whole 
business—the fact which The Constitu- 
tion has been trving to point out to the 
merchants, -business men and bankers 
of the south—that the farmers are the 
original creators of wealth and that 
unless the products of their labor fetch 
good prices and yield fair profits gen- 
eral trade and business is bound to be 
poor.

one-half. How is it that a sensible man 
who knows that to take two from four 
leaves two in arithmetic and business, 
is not sure that the rule holds good in 
financial matters, especially when he 
hears his neighbor across the way yell- 
ing something about “sound” money? 
How is it that a man who is old enough 
to know that money is a mere agency in 
promoting business and trade, can fail 
to perceive that sound prices and values 
are more important than “sound” mon- 
ey, Which is called sound merely because 
it enables the few men who control the 
available gold of the world to double 
their. power over the industry of the 
people?

Mr. Dob- 
son very clearly shows. The prices of 
wheat and cotton are made in London 
on the basis of the single gold standard. 
and on that basis the American farmer 
must compete with the wheat and cotton 


| Srowers of Argentina, India and Russia. 


| When the Argentine or the Indian farm- 
er gets $1 a bushel for his wheat or 13 
cents a pound for his cotton in silver, 
the American farmer gets only 50 cents 
and 6 cents respectively. But the Ar- 
gentine farmer can buy more for his $1 
in silver in Buenos Ayres than the 
American farmer can with his 50 cents 
in gold in New York, just as the Indian 
cotton grower can buy more with his 15 
cents in silver than his American com- 
petitor can with his 6 cents in gold. 

Klsewhere we give some interesting 
extracts from the report of the inter- 
view with Mr. Dobson, commending to 
the careful attention of our readers 
what he says about the competition of 
the silver-using countries with. Ameri- 
can manufacturers, the pressure that 
has already been brought to bear on 
New England cotton spinners, and the 
general condition of business.

As to Senatorial Primaries. 

The “ofticial organ’ of the secretary 
of the interior, which, for the past few 
months, has done everything possible to 
deceive the people of Georgia about the 
political situation, says in its issue of 
yesterday afternoon in pursuance of this 
policy, that “the advocates of a senato- 
rial primary in June have endeavored 
to create the impression that the state

In pursuance of this 
idea about three-fourths. of the counties 
Which have far ordered senatorial 
primaries have fixed them for June 
Gth, the day set apart for the election 
of delegates to the state convention.

Judge Crisp wrote to the state commit- 
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tee suggesting that the senatorial ques- 
tion be left to the people for decision. 
He did not suggest the 6th of June or 
any other day, but simply asked that 
the people of every county be given an 
opportunity to express their preference 
for senator at the ballot box. The state 
committee remitted the suggestion to 
the several county committees, and, 
with but few exceptions, a senatorial 
primary has been ordered every 
county which has acted. 

The Constitution is advocating a sen- 
atorial primary for every county in 
Georgia, whether it be held in June or 
later, and it must be remembered that 
the gold eontractionists have done ‘their 
utmost to defeat a popular expression on 
the question by seeking to have it en- 
tirely withheld from the people. At 
first they bitterly opposed any senatorial 
primary election at all, but they soon 
found the voice of the people could not 
be stifled. 

As to the date of the primary, that is 
a matter which is entirely with the 
county committees. The Constitution, 
for the reason above given, thinks it 
best to dispose of all primary action, as 
far as possible, on the same day, but so 
long as the people are given an oppor- 
tunity to vote on the question as to who 
will be their next senator, there will be 
little cause for complaint whatever 
date is fixed. 

What we want, and what the people 
must have, is a senatorial primary in 
every county in Georgia whose execu- 
tive committee is not afraid to let the 
people say who they want-to represent 
them in the senate, and where any ex- 
ecutive committee makes such refusal 
the people will take the matter in hand 
by making the issue in the legislative 
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contests. 
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The Mormon State. 
The New York Mercury believes that 
it was a great mistake to admit Utah 
into the union.

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Will There Be a Nicaragua Canal? 

The New York Herald has from the 
first strongly opposed a canal between 
the Atlantic and the Pacific. In a re- 
cent issue it says: 

It is announced from Washington that 
the useless hearings on the Nicaragua ca- 
nad which have been going on for some time 
before a house committee have at last come 
to an end. The sooner the matter is now 
dropped by congress the better it will be 
for the country. 

The only wonder is that it was ever taken 
up and seriously considered by that body. 
It has been made clear that any isthmian 
canal would be worse than a white elephant 
on the hands of the nation. That it would 
be a source of military and naval weak- 
ness instead of strength has been demon- 
strated by experts, while the great injury 
Which it would work to our commercial 
and business interests has been shown with 
equal clearness. 

Apart from these considerations, the re- 
port made by the expert commission ap- 
pointed by President Cleveland is enough 
to give the colossal Nicaragua scheme a 
lasting quietus. The finding of that com- 
mission is that the engineering practicabil- 
ity of the canal remains to be proved and 


that even if practicable its cost would be 


simply staggering. 

In the face of all these objections it is 
folly to think either of the Nicaragua or 
any other interoceanic waterway in that 
region, It is a good thing for the United 
States to let alone. 

It is the opinion of many experts that 
the canal can be constructed at a rea- 
sonable cost, and it goes without Saving 
that it would give every port on the 
Atlantic and gulf coast a short and 
cheap water route to all the ports bor- 
dering on the Pacitic. Of course, this 
would give a great impetus to our com- 
merce, and would be especially bene- 
ficial to the southern states. It would 
also benetit us from a naval Standpoint 
because it would enable our fleets in the 
two oceans to come together in a very 
short time. 

The opponents of the eanal enterprise 
seein to be closely allied with some of 
the great railway systems which span 
the continent. These’ transportation 
lines fear that a water route across the 
isthmas would divert a portion of their 
traffie and reduce their profits. 

We need more statesmen who are nat 
tied by a string to the big ailway cor- 
porations.

Crime on the Increase. 

According to some recent statistics, 
from 1889 to 1895 the number of homi- 
cides in the United States increased 
from 3.567 to 10,500, or about three to 
one. They rose in number from 58 to 
the million of. population to loo to the 
million. 

During this period the number of per- 
sons legally executed diminished from 
1 in 45 murderers to 1 in 74. Lynchings 
increased until they now exceed the 
legal executions, the latter having been 
132 last year and the former 171. 

Of course, every homicide is not a 
murder. Any killing of a human being 
is homicide, but murder is killing with 
malice aforethought. As a rule, a mur- 
derer has the chances in his favor. He 
can make his own plans and kill his 
victim secretly, while asleep, in an out 
of the way place, or by the administra- 
tion of poison. Almost any man of su- 
perior intelligence can deliberately plan 
and execute a murder and oftentimes 
ean remain unknown or make his es- 
cape. 

Even when captured and tried the de- 


lay and the uneertainty of the law 
make it possible for the. majority of 
murderers to escape justice. This is 
one reason we have so many lynchings. 

There is something radically wrong 
in the social system when such things 
are possible. In the craze for material 
progress we are neglecting the moral 
instruction of the young people who are 
coming on the stage to control the af- 
fairs of the nation. There never was a 
time in our history when so many men 
from the respectable classes joined the 
great army of criminals. If these con- 
ditions continue the outlook will be 
dark indeed. The situation bristles with 
problems which should command the at- 
tention of every preacher, statesman 
and friend of humanity.

Occasionally one of the flatulent and 
pedantic tracts of the William vad Wall 
Street Reform Club contains a gieam of 
truth. This is so rare that it instautly 
attracts attention. In one of the latest, 
the following remark rivets the eye and 
commands attention: ‘The reserve just 
now is comfortably above S8100,000,000; 
but it is merely a question of time when 
it shall have fallen again Lelow the 
mark. Then must come another bend 
issue, and so on—as long as the condi- 
tions remained unchanged.” ‘ 

In a ton of the publications of this 
agency of the money power, we covrbt 
if another statement as truthful as the 
foregoing could be found. ‘The gold re- 
serve will be drained out. and there will 
be another bond issue, and this will go 
on “as long as the conditions remain 
unchanged.” 

These conditions, as every sensible per- 
son must perceive, are the result of the 
fact that the debt-paving power cf the 
Staple commodities has been cut down 
more than one-half by the gold stand 
dard. When it comes to paying eur 
debts. or the interest on our debts. 
abroad, the country is in precisely the 
saime position as an individunl—. far- 
mer, for instance. Like the farmer, the 
couatry pays its foreign interest charges 
and debts with surplus commodities— 
with cotton, wheat, corn and other ar- 
ticles of export that our own people can- 
not consume. Every pound of cotton. 
every bushel of wheat and corn, that is 
exported takes the shape of a demand 
in London or some other foreign finan- 
cial center for so much money. When 
prices are fair the country has just that 
much more money with which to settle 
its foreign accounts. When they are 
low, it has just that much iess monevr. 

A farmer who sells his cotton for 15 
cents a pound can pay more debts with 
a bale than a farmer who Sells his crop 
for 4. 5 or 6 cents. So with the coun- 
try’s foreign debts. It can pay more 
debts when cotton is 13 cents a rcund 
and wheat $1 a bushel. Cut dcewn ithe 
price one-half and you cut cown the 
debt-paying power of the country one- 
half. Isn’t that proposition plain encugh 
and simple enough to appeal to the dull- 
est understanding? 

Well, that is precisely what has hap- 
pened. The price of wheat, cotton, corn 
and all staple commodities has been cut 
down one-half by the singie gold 
standard. and this has cut down the 
debt-paying power of the country one- 
half. Consequently, gold is drained out. 
and, in order to maintain the gold 
standard the agents of the money power 
draw onthe resources of the people and 
issue bonds in order to meet ihe de- 
ficit. 

This will go on, as the William and 
Wall Street Club says,:as'long as the 
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long as our standard of value vests on 
gold. In the case of the government, 
however, it has been criminally run into 
debt in order that foreign importers 
might be furnished with gold. It has in 
the treasury at this moment, and has 
had ever since Mr. Cleveland came into 
office, a large amount of bullion silver 
that should have been coined into legal 
tender dollars are used, as the law di- 
rects, to redeem greenbacks and texal 
tenders. Then the foreign importers 
would have fallen back on the han‘s, 
and if gold payments had been suspend- 
ed it would have been owing to [tle 
weakness and instability of these iustitu- 
tions. 

What would have happened? Whr 
the banks would have come forward 
with the necessary gold. If the New 
York banks can get gold with wlieh to 
buy bonds they could get it just a3 easily 
to maintain their precious gold standard. 
We therefore charge that every step that 
has been taken to maintain gold pay- 
ments is in criminal defiance of the law 
and the best interests of the people.

TREASURER PAYNE IS ALSO HELD LIABLE 


J. P. Chisholm and the Estate of S. B. 
Hoyt Have Been Asked To Pay 
the Shortage. 


The county of Fulton, through County 
Attorney lL. Z. Rosser, has filed suit 
acainst ex-County Clerk John Tyler Coop- 
er. and J, P. Chisholm and Mrs. Elizabeth 
M. Hoyt, executrix of the estate of 8. B. 
Hovt, as bondsmen, in the sum of $2,000. 

The suit was filed yesterday afternoon 
late in the office of Clerk Tanner, clerk of 
the superior court, and is directed to the 
city court. The amount of the shortage al- 
leged to have occurred since the last term 
of office of the ex-county clerk began is 
placed at nearly $2,000, and the interest on 
will aggregate with the prin-

The filing of the suit yesterday against 
Mr. Cooper and his bondsmen is but the 
beginning, and several suits will be brought 
in rapid succession. It is quite probable 
that Treasurer Columbus M. Payne will 
also be made a defendant in a suit which 
may be filed within the next few days, 
Suits will also be brought against Mr. 
Cooper for the years in which a shortage 
has been discovered and his bondsmen for 
those periods will also be made defendants. 

The position which has been taken by 
the county and the county attorney is that 
both Mr. Cooper and Treasurer Payne are 
liable for the amounts of the shortage, 
and this position and opinion are closely 
interwoven in the wording of the suit filed 
vesterday afternoon. The petition states 
that amounts which had been collected by 
the ex-clerk had not been turned over to 
the county treasurer, and states that these 
amounts so collected should have been 
demanded by Treasurer Payne, as it was 
his duty to carefully examine the minutes 
of the board with a view of ascertaining 
what was due the county and what should 
be paid. 

Other suits may be filed today against 
Mr. Cooper for the years prior to his last 
term of office, and these suits will also be 
filed against his bondsmen as well. 

Since the indictment was found against 
Mr. Cooper he has not been to the office 
of the board of county commissioners, it 
is said, and it is probable that he will not 
hold any further conferences with the 
board, as he will doubtless secure counsel 
which will represent him in the matter. 

Treasurer Payne has not changed his 
views in the matter, and still insists that 
the board is liable and that he is not. In 
this position he urges that the board should 
make a settlement with him instead of his 
making a settlement with it. Both sides 
have announced that they would fight the 
case, and lega! investigation is now being 

im regard to carrying the question in- 
to the courts for a final adjustment. 
Several Suits To Follow. 

The suit which was filed yesterday cov- 
ers only the last term of office which was 
held by Mr. Cooper, since the fall of 1893. 

His bondsmen for that term were J. Per- 

ry Chisholm and S. B. Hoyt. Mr. Hoyt 
died some time ago, and his wife, Eliza- 
beth Hoyt, was made executrix of his es- 
tate. It is on this account that she has 
been made one of the parties in the suit. 
_ A list of bonds and bondsmen is now be- 
ing prepared by County Attorney Rosser, 
and as soon as this statement is com- 
pleted, other suits will doubtless be filed. 

The bond of Treasurer Payne is in the 
sum of $100,000, and his term of office cov- 
ers the entire period in which Mr. Cooper 
was clerk of The board. Whether suit 
against the treasurer and his bondsmen 
will be filed has not been stated, but it was 
intimated yesterday that such would be the 


case. 
The Grand Jury Meets. 


The grand jury was in session several 
hours yesterday, but nothing was made 
public that occurred in the jury room. 
Among those who were summoned ‘before 
the body were Treasurer Payne and expert 
accountants, Major J. C. Courtney and Mr. 
R. H. Rust, who examined the books some 
time ago. 

Judge Payne was asked about the meth- 
ods which he used in his system of book- 
keeping. He was asked by the grand jury if 
it was not possible for him to make errors 
in adding up the column of figures or in 
making the entries. 

“My system of books is just as plain as 
can be,’ said Treasurer Payne yesterday 
afternoon, ‘‘and I am just as careful as 
I can be, No one is perfect, and it was 
discovered at one investigation of the books 
that I had charged myself with $5 more 
than should have been the case. 

“T have invited the grand jury to inves- 
tigate my system and see for themselves 
what it is and the manner in which the 
accounts of the county are kept. I have 
no anxiety about the matter, and believe 
that I shall come out perfectly clear after 
the investigations are over.”’

An Important Question. 

Editor Constitution—The Saturday Night 
Club will at its next meeting discuss “A 
Compulsory Educational Law for Atlanta,” 
affirming its need. The subject is little 
studied in the south and this discussion 
will open a fresh field of inquiry. One of 
the latest educational utterances of Mr. 
Stone, of The Journal of Commerce, was 
on this line and closed thus: “It is our 
opinion that the private schools will grad- 
nally supplant the institutions maintained 
at the expense of the state, and drive them 
from the field, since it is only in establish- 
ments independent from the government 
control that a child may be taught with- 
out fear or favor his whole duty in all the 
relations of life. A state schoo! of the 
rights of all classes are to be respected, 
must be a godless school, and a child thus 
trained is poorly equipped for the battle 
of life.’’ To affirm the need of a law com- 
pelling the attendance of children at the 
public schools is to interfere with parental 
authority, yet it is only a step beyond the 
action of the state in laying a tax for the 
eeducation of children. The claim of the 
parish school will yet find able advocates, 
and these are opposed to the present sys- 
etem of public schools. The law as ad-

Mr. Clarke is prepossessing in his manner 
and appearance. Though not as massive in 
his physical p-oportions as Revenue Agent 
Pitts, he has the advantage of the latter in 
age, being somewhere in the neighborhood 
of sixty years old. His hair and beard are 
sprinkled with gray and his resemblance to 
Congressman Henry G. Turner is quite 
marked. 
Revenue Agent Clarke turns out to be an 
old Atlanta man, having resided in this 
city before the war. 
“I never dreamed in those days,” said he, 
“that I would have the pleasure of com- 
ing back to a city of 100,000 people. Atlanta 
Was always an enterprising city, though, 
and even as far back as 1854 she had a pop- 
ulation of something like 9,000, At least she 
Claimed that many people.

Though Atlanta doesn’t look much like the 
little town,I used to Know forty years ago, 
I nevertheless feel quite at home here, and 
shall, no doubt, feel perfectly satisfied.’ 
Mr. Clarke was connected with The At- 
lanta Republican, a paper published here in 
1854. He was a resident uf this city for 
several months. During that time he wit- 
nessed a dramatic performance by William 
H. Crisp, the father of ex-Speaker Crisp. 
The performance was given at the old Ath- 
enaeum,. In addition to his newspaper ex- 
perience in Atlanta Mr. Clarke was con- 
mected with the daily papers of Savannah, 
residing in that city for about three years.

MUST GIVE ALL THE FACTS 


BOARD OF HEALTH BEGINS TO 
COLLECT VITAL STATISTICS. 


Copies of Several Important New Or- 
dinances Sent Out Yesterday. 
What They Mean. 


The board of health and sanitary depart- 
ment are sending out copies of the ordi- 
nances recently adopted making it the duty 
of the physicians, magistrates and minis- 
ters to report the occurrence of all deaths, 
births and marriages to the office of the 
board of health. Record books have been 
made and are kept in Chief Veal’s office 
in the chamber of commerce building. 

The board of health will in future be 
enabled to furnish correct vital statistics 
of the city. The ordinances adopted pro- 
vide a penalty for the failure of any. min- 
ister or physician to properly report any 
death or marriage or birth at which he 


Officiates. 

The ordinance relating to marriages re- 
quires the ministers to fill-out a blank re- 
port, giving the date of the marriage. the 
full name of the groom, his age, color, 
place of residence, occupation and birth- 
place, and the same facts about the bride, 
except that no blank is to be filled giv- 
ing her occupation Her maiden name 
must be given; also age in years, months 
and days. 

A violation of the ordinance is punisha- 
ble by a fine not exceeding $100 or less than 
$10 or imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
days, or both in the discretion of the re- 
corder. 

The birth ordinance requires physicians 
and midwives to fill out blanks, giving the 
date of birth of any child, its sex, color, 
physical condition, the full name of its 
“mother and father and their nativity. res- 
idence and maiden name of its mother. 


May Quarantine Persons. 

Chief Veal. of the sanitary department, 
is sending out copies of a number of 
ordinances recently adopted affecting the 
work of his department and that of the 
board of health. Among them are the or- 
dinances giving to the board of health 
the power to send to the ‘hospital or quar- 
antine station any person who may he 
sick with smallpox, epidemic cholera, yel- 
low fever, scarlet fever, typhus fever or 
diptheria when. in the judgment of the 
board, such isolation is necessary for the 
protection of the public. The board is 
also given the right to subject all persons 
who have been exposed to contagion or 
infection of any of the diseases mention- 
ed to such quarantine regulations and re- 
strictions aS may be deemed necessary 
and be promulgated by the board. | 

Any person proven guilty of hindering or 
obstructing any officer from carrying into 
effect the provisions of the ordinance will 
be liable to a fine of $500 and imprison- 
ment for thirty days. 

Must Report Infectious Diseases. 

Another important ordinance just being 
put into effect is one making it the duty 
of physicians to-give notice to the board 
of health of any infectious disease of any 
character, such as smallpox, cholera, dip- 
theria, mempraneous croup, measles, ty- 
phoid fever, typhus fever. scarlet fever, 
yellow fever and such other diseases as 
may be declared by the board of health 
to be contagious or infectious which may 
come under the professional care of any 
physician. 

A penalty of $100 fine for a violation of 
the ordinance is prescribed. It is also 
ordained that no family shall move from 
any dwelling place while a warning card 
is displayed thereon without the permission 
of the board of health. 

Clothing Not To Be Sold= 

Another ordinance recently adopted. 
which will now be enforced says that any 
person who shall knowingly sell, or cause 
to be sold, or otherwise dispose of, any 
bed clothing or other clothing or any other 
articles or articles which are infected with 
smallpox, membranous croup, measles, ty- 
Phoid fever, typhus fever. vellow fever, 
scarlet fever, diptheria or cholera, whereby 
these diseases made spread or made liable 
to spread or disseminated, shall, on con- 
viction. pay a fine of not exceeding $100 
and costs or be imprisoned not exceeding 
thirty days.

BUYERS GIVEN 
A LONGER TIME 


Judge Newman Modiffes His Decree in 
Regard to the M. & N. G, Road. 


MAKING THE TERMS LIGHTER 


The Amount of $100,000, However, 
Must Be Paid in New York Today. 


OTHERWISE THERE WILL BE A RESALE 


If the Money Is Paid the Sale Will Be 
Postponed—If Not, It Will Occur 
Next Week. 


Instead of paying the sum of $157,500, as 
required in a former decree, the pur- 
chasers of the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad will only be required to pay 
$100,000 in order to prevent a resale of 
the road next week. 

This sum, however, must be paid today 
in New York city before the banks close, 
otherwise the property will be sold in ac- 
cordance with the terms of sale as out- 
lined in the decree of Judge Newman last 


month. 

Under that decree the purchasers were 
required to pay $157,500 by April 15th or 
forfeit all rights which they possessed as 
the purchasers of the road. Failing to 
comply with this provision the property 
would be exposed for sale a second time 
within ten days thereafter, and in the 
event a smaller sum was realized from 
this sale than from the first sale of the 
property the purchasers would be liable 
for that difference and so much of the 
cash payment of $92,500 would be used as 
Was necessary to make the two amounts 
equal. 

At the sale which occurred hast Novem- 
ber the property brought $956,000, of which 
@mount $92,500 was paid cash. Since that 
time nothing has been paid. If the prop- 
erty has to go to sale again this cash 
payment will be held in reserve for the 
purpose of making any deficiency good 
and to pay such incidental expenses as 
have grown out of the present litigation. 

If the sum of $100,000 is paid in New 
York today the property will not be sold 
as advertised for the 23d and 25th of this 
month, but will be postponed until the 
Zist and 23d of May. If the balance of the 
$157,000 is paid there will be no sale at all. 
Representing the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Southern Construction Company, the pur- 
chasers of the road, (Messrs: Alex & Victor 
Smith appeared before Judge Newman 
yesterday afternoon and made a showing 
on ‘the basis of which the former decree 
was modified. 

Judge Newman’s Decree. 

The following is the hanguage of Judge 
Newman's decree, after stating the case: 

“Upon the payment of $100,000 in the 
proportions hereinafter stated the resale 
ordered in said decree of March li, 18%, 
shall mot take place upon the dates therein 
mentioned, but shall be adjourned to the 
2lst and 23d of May, 1896, when it shall be 
had in accordance with the terms of said 
decree of March 14, 189, unless the bal- 
ance of the payment of the said $157,000 
and interest shall have been made with 
interest to date of payment on or before 
the 13th of May, 18%. 

‘The said sum of $100,000 shall be paid 
as follows, to-wit: To H. H. Taylor and 
R. J. Lowry, special commissioners, in 
the same proportion as contemplated in 
the report of the commissioners and the 
former decrees of this court on the sub- 
ject and the balance of said payment here- 
in ordered to be made shall be paid to the 
said special’ commissioners with interest 


proportion. 

“In case said balance is not so paid to 
said special commissioners said property 
shall be resold as contemplated in said 
decree of March 14, 1896, and in case the 
said property is knocked down to said 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern Railway 
Construction Company the said $100,000 
shall go first to pay any deficiency below 
the former purchase price and the balance 
to the credit of their new purchase. In 
case the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
Construction Company, or its assigns, 
should not become the purchaser at such 
resale then the $100,000, or such part there- 
of as may not he needed to make good its 
former bid under confirmation of January 
6th, shall be repaid to said Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern Construction Company 
or its assigns. 

“Tt is further ordered that the said 
special commissioners are authorized io 
accept payme rt of £100,000 by having the 
same deposited to their respective credits 
in the Central National bank of New York 
e@itv during the banking hours of April 15, 
1$9%. Telegraphic notice from the cashier 
of said bank that the deposits to their 
respective credits have been made shall 
be accepted by them inbtil time for trans- 
mission of proper certificates of deposits 
through the mails shall have elapsed. 

“In case the sum of $190,000 is not paid 
as above provided all former orders antl 
decrees on this subject shall remain of 
full force and effect and said property 
shall be sold on.

Review of the Litigation. 

Perhaps no railroad in the south is bet- 
ter known than the Marietta and North 
Georgia. This is due to the fact that for 
several years this little railroad has suf- 
fered for the want of capital, and being 
unable to meet its obligations, has fre- 
quently been called into court. 

Under mortgage held by the Central 
Trust Company, of New York, and one of 
the leading trust companies of Boston ag- 
gregating about $5,000,000, the property was 
sold on November 25th. That portion of 
the road lying in Georgia was sold at 
Marietta by Captain R. J. Lowry and that 
lying in Tennessee by Mr. H. H. Tavlor at 
Knoxville, these two gentlemen having 
been named as commissioners. 

The property was purchased by the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern Construc- 
tion Company, the price bid for the en- 
tire property being $956,000, and of this 
amount the sum of $92,500 was paid cash. 

In order to make this payment negotia- 
tions were entered into with the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company, of Philadelphia, 
Pa. Later on, however, the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company became dissatis- 
fied with the securities given by the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern Construc- 
tion Company and asked to have these 
securities strengthened before additiongi 
sums were advanced. With these  de- 
mands, however, the purchasers were not 
able to comply, and hence when the 
second payment fell due the purchasers 
of the road, failing to secure the money, 
were wholly unable to meet the demands 
which they had assumed. 

However, in the hope of raising the 
money from other sources the purchasers 
applied to Judge Newman for indulgence,

At the time set 
for the hearing of this feature of the 
case, the date being March l4th, the vari- 
ous creditors of the road were represented, 
including those who had furnished ma- 


terial for the building of the road and 
laborers who had given their services. 
The Knickerbocker Trust Company was 
likewise represented and the Gate City 
National bank, which had purchased re- 
ceiver’s certificates, thereby enabling the 
road to pay its operating expenses. 

As the result of this hearing Judge New- 
man decreed that if the sum of $157,500 and 
expenses were paid by the 15th of April 
that the purchasers of the road would be 
reinstated with all the original rights 
acquired under the contract of purchase. 

If, however, the purchasers of the road 
should fail or refuse to make this payment 
the property should be exposed for sale 
a second time within ten days thereafter. 
If the property should bring the same 
amount as at the first sale there would 
be no forfeiture of the $92,500. But if the 
property should sell for less then so much 
of the $92,500 woukl be forfeited as it 
would take to make the two amounts the 


same. 


SHE WANTS TO FORECLOSE. 


MRS. C. I. CHANEY HOLDS A MORT- 
GAGE AGAINST J. R. COLLINS. 


The Complainant Says That Collins 
Has Failed To Carry Out the Pro- 
visions of His Contract. 


Yesterday morning in the federal court a 
bill was filed by Caroline I. Chaney, of 
Worcester county, Mass., against. James R. 
Collins, the Ormewood Park Company and 
the Southern Loan and Banking Company. 

In this bill the complainant sets out that 
on February 27, 1892, a promissory note was 
given to her by James R. Collins for $6,000, 
due and payable on February 27, 1897. Be- 
sides this principal note, ten interest notes 
were given, payable semi-annually, the in- 
terest being computed at 7 per cent. AS 
time was the essence of the contract it was 
stipulated that on the failure of Mr. Col- 
lins to pay any one of these interest notes 
within thirty days from the time it should 
become due the principal sum should be de- 
manded. The complainant avers that on 
February 27, 1896, one of these notes fell due 
and that after the expiration of thirty days 
the amount was still unpaid. In considera- 
ticn of these facts the complainant asked 
for thde privilege of foreclosing a certain 
mortgage to a piece of property on the 
west side of the Boulevard, in Atlanta, 
deeded to Mr. Collins by his wife, Cather- 
ine S. Collins, and mortgaged to complain- 
ant by said Collins in consideration of the 
sum of $5,000. 

The complainant further charges that Col- 
lins subsequently conyeyed this property to 
the Ormewood Park Company, and that in 
turn the Ormewood Park Company mort- 
gaged it to the Southern Loan and Bank- 
ing Company. Hence these two last named 
corporations were made parties respondent 
to the bill. 

Mrs. Chaney is represented by Brandon &

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WRIGHT SUES 
FOR HIS SALARY 


The Ex-Chief of Detectives Brings Suit 
Against the City. 


HE CLAIMS $300 IS DUE HIM 


Will Demand His Salary Unfil the 
Close of His Term. 


THE CASE WILL EXCITE MUCH INTEREST 


Mary Rich, a Laundry Woman, Sues 
the Dean of the Atlanta Univer- 
sity for Damages. 


Ex-Chief of Detectives J. M. Wright 
has filed suit against the city through his 
attorneys, Glenn & Rountree, for two 
months’ salary which he claims he is en- 
titled to receive as chief of the detective 
department, to which he was elected by 
the board of police comrmissioners. 

This is the result of the beheading of 
Captain Wright which occurred some time 
ago. 

The suit was filed yesterday in the office 
of the clerk of the superior court. The 
petition sets forth the several ordinances 
passed by the city in making and providing 
for the position which was held by Captain 
Wright. The rank under which Captain 
Wright was elected and retained on the 
force was that of captain of police, and 
he was paid the sglary which was appor- 
tioned for that office under the ordinances 
passed and adopted by the city. 

The petition shows that Captain Wright 
was elected assistant chief of police by 
the board of police commissioners for the 
term of two years beginning April 1, 1893, 
and Was again re-elected by the same au- 
thority on April 1, 1895, for the same length 
of time at the same stated salary. 

The ordinance abolishing the detective 
department was passed and adopted by 
the general council on January 20th, this 
year, and the opinion of the city attorney 
was that Chief of Detectives Wright, who 
had ‘been elected to the position of as- 
Sistant chief of police, had also been 
abandoned. Captain Wright states in his 
petition that he applied to Chief of Police 
Connolly for work for several days, insist- 
ing that he be given the work of the office 
to which he had been elected, but was in- 
formed by Chief Cennolly that he was 
not in the employ of the city and that his 
position had been abolished. 

Captain Wright claims in his petition 
that he was duly elected to the position on 
April 1, 1895, and should have his pay for 
the full term of two years front that day 
at the rate of $1,800 per annum. He says 
that he has been deprived of two months’ 
Salary since the ordinance abolishing the 
department of detectives was passed, and 
he now sues the city in the sum of $300. 


Says Her Character Was Damaged. 

Mary Rich, who has been employed in 
the laundry at the Atlanta university, has 
brought suit through her attorney, W. A. 
Fuller, Jr., agairst Thomas M. Chase, the 
dean of the university. 

The petition claims that she was on her 
way trom the building to her home on the 
afternoon of March 26th, and that she car- 
ried on her arm a small basket in which 
was her lunch and a light waist which she 
had been accustomed to wear in the laun- 
dry on account of the intense heat of the 


room. we 
She says she was almost out of the 
grounds of the college when she was ap- 
proached by Chase, who demanded the 
contents of the basket. She says he caught 
her by the arm and accused her of having 
placed articles in the basket which were 
not hers. The petition alleges that the 
public charge of being a thief and the 
indignation and humiliation of being 
searched in public has damaged her char- 
acter in the sum of $2,000, for which she 
now seeks remuneration in the courts.

Accused of Ida Elliott’s Murder. 


HE WILL BE TRIED TODAY 


Will Probably Be Released—Says He 
Is an Innocent Man—Trial Be- 
fore Justice Cook.

Charles Hotten, the young man who was 
suspected of furnishing poison to Ida El- 
liott, the young woman who died sudden- 
ly several weeks ago, is still held at the 
county jail, but will probably be released 
today. He will be given a preliminary hear- 
ing before Judge Cook at 9 o’clock this 
morning, and the attorneys for the de- 
fense are of the opinion that the case will 
be wound up and that Hotton will be given 
his liberty. 

George Elliott, the cousin .of the unfor- 
tunate girl, and who firmly believes in the 
guilt of Hotten, is exerting every possible 
effort to have the accused man punished. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the investi- 
gations which were inaugurated by the 
coroner, the prisoner has still been held 
at the jail at the instance of the prosecu- 


tion. 

The theory that the girl was poisoned 
by Hotten has been practically abandoned, 
and an entirely new mode of procedure has 
been adopted by the prosecution. It is now 
charged that Hotten is not guilty of having 
poisoned the girl, but that he furnished

her with some drug that would cause an 


abortion. j 
The accused man was seen at the jail 
yesterday afternoon by a reporter and de- 
clared his imnocence to either charge. He 
does not understand why he is being heid 
and says that he in no way was the cause 
of the min of Ida Elliott and that they 
were only friends, he never having had any 
intention of- doing her any harm. 
History of the Case. 

Ida Elliott, a young white girl, who 
was employed at the Troy Steam Laundry, 
died a few days ago in Bellwood under 
very mysterious circumstances. Charles 
Hotten was suspected of furnishing her 
with poisonous drugs and was arrested at 
the instance of her cousin. An inquest was 
then held by Coroner Paden and the jury 
brought in a verdict that @@ girl died 
from the effects of poison furnished her by 
Hotten. 

A warrant was then sworn out and Hoti- 
ten was crrested and sent to the Fulton 
county jail, where he has been confined 
ever since. Apropos of the evidence at the 
coroner's trial, it was deemed wise that a 
post mortem should be held so that 
examination of the body of the girl could 
be made. The body was therefore exhumed 
several days ago and under the direction of 
several surgeons the stomach was taken 
out and placed in the hands of Professor 
J. M. McCandless with instructions to 
make a careful examination of the organ 
and ascertain if any poison had been ad- 
ministered. 

The stomach was vey carefully examined 
and the report showed that there were no 
evidences of @ 0ison, and that no evidence 
of any criminal nature could be discovered. 
Hotten had been arrested pending this in- 
vestigation and his friends thougnt that a 
report favorable to him would result in his 
release, but such was not the case. 

Ever since the new charge has been en- 
tered against Hotten his attorneys have 
been trying to secure for him a heating and 
obtain his release. The case will come up 
before Justice Cook this morning and some 
hew developments will no doubt be brought 
out. Perkhart & Hamilton, the attoneys 
for the defense, are confident that the pros- 


ecution will not be able to sustain the sec-— 


ond charge and that Hotten will be given 
his freedom.

Tips for Flower Lovers. 

_ Don't negiect the inside bloomers 
interested in the outdoor gardening, 
the hardy bulbs that are bursting 
bloom. ‘ 

Continue to stick imto the sand pot and 
propagating boxes all slips and cuttings 
that may be taken from the plants in 
pinching back to encourage abundant 
blooming. 

Be especially careful that the soil in the 
seed pants and boxes is not allowed to be- 
come dry, «ven for a sirgle day, or the 
Vitality of the seedlings will be quickly 
exhausted. 

When planting seed in the window gar- 
den it will be well to save a few seeds 
from each packet to start later for a suc- 
cession of bloom, of to be held in reserve 
if the first planting shquld prove unsatis- 
factory. 

Now that the most of the freesia bulbs 
have finished blooming let ‘them dry off and 
store them until time for repotting in the 
fall for a second winter’s flowering. It will 
be useless to plant them in the summer 
garden, for they will net be satisfactory. 

Many of the seedlings started in March 
will require transplanting now. Keep them 
“thinned out’’ in the seed boxes and give 
them plenty of room to grow; in transplant- 
ing give them the tiny thumb pots at first 
and larger sizes as these are filled with 
roots. 

Plants at this* season—indoor plants— 
should be thoroughiy watered. A little wa- 
ter applied often will sometimes do more 
harm than good, as the surface of the 
soil will appear moist, while the deep root- 
lets are dying for want of water. Thor- 
oughiy soak the soil at each application. 
if the drainage ‘s good there will be no 
danger of getting the plants too wet. 

If it is desirable to raise primroses from 
seed for winter blooming instead of buving 
the plants in the fall, the seed should be 
planted quite early in the spring to ¢ive 
them time for full development before the 
blooming period. It is necessary to be 
especially careful in watering these young 
seedlings, to see that the crown of the tiny 
plant is not allowed to become wet.

It has now come to light that the ‘‘Rev- 
ered’ John Smith is an escaped convict, 
and that he has been dodging the authori- 
ties for about two vears. A letter was re- 
ceived at police headquarters yesterday 
stating that he of ascension fame had 
escaped from: a convict camp in Newton 
factory, Newton county, about two vears 
azo, and that $10-reward would be given 
for his capture. Officer Grant was imme- 
diately dispatched to Smith's home on 
Richmond street, where the preacher was 
arrested, 

Smith was seen"*by a reporter last night 
at the police station and seemed quite un- 
concerned about his incarceration. He em- 
phatically denied ever having been at the 
above convict camp, and that he was not 
engaged in any scheme to defraud the ne- 
groes of Atlanta. He still appears to 
firmly believe in the ascension theory, 
and fully expects to see the day when he 
and his famiiy will be taken up in the 
clouds. 

His Former Escapades. 

It seems that about two years ago Smith 
lived with his family at Hapeville. He 
was also connected at the same time with 
the colored inhabitants of Jackson, whom 
he is Said to have made 
believe that he was an agent 
of some mutuai aid society, and suc- 
ceeded in swindling the negroes out of 
hundreds of dollars. He was caught, tried 
and convicted, and was serving his term 
in the convict camp of Mr. W. H. Pick- 
ett, near Covington, when he escaped. 

Smith emphaticaliy denies that he has 
ever been to Jackson, and that he has ever 
been the agent of any mutual aid gociety. 
He Savs that he has been in Atlanta for 
Six years, having worked with the Dobbs 
Lumber Company, the Willingham Lumber 
Company and has been teaching the as- 
cension theory to his flock during that pe- 
riod. He is still a tirm believer in the fiy- 
away craze, and Says the reason they did 
not leave on time was the result of a mis- 
calculation in the dates. 

His Atlanta Career. 

If Smith's ‘story is true, he has been in 
Atlanta six years. He has ben living at 
ift Richmond street. where he has been. ex- 
pounding the theories of his weird doctrine 
to tne ignorant negroes. He taught the 
darkies to believe that on March 5th thev 
would be snatched up in a whirlwind, and 
would shake the dust of this hard old world 
forever from their feet. 

The negroes Welieved every 
Smith’s teaching, many going so far 
sell their household etrects for a _ very 
small sum, and, consequently; are now 
almost destitute of the necessities of life. 

When the date for the ascension came 
and the believers found that they had been 
deceived, they were very indignant, and 
even threatened Smith with bodily harm 
He went into retirement for awhile ‘for 
protection. and was reported to have gotten 
inte trouble ir Athens, where he was 
knocked on the head and otherwise in- 
jured, but he denies ever having been out- 
side of the city since the date of the as- 
cension., 

The authorities at Newton factory were 
notified yesterday of Smith's capture, and 
they will probably send for him today.

We 
cannot speak too highly of the great work 
they perform. The new hall and wings bear 
evidence of the energy of Mr. Sonn, and we 
must confess that their completeness 1S 
largely due to his untiring efforts. He 1s 
not only the superintendent—he is a col- 
league, laboring outside of the home. As 
a slight token of our appreciation ] 1e- 
commend that Mrs. Sonn beegiven a month's 
vacation, so as to bring back to her cheeks 
the ruddy glow of heaith and rent. 

“Tl recommend that the medical staff and 
the assistants of the home be thanked.for 
their generous support and faithful per- 
formance of their onerous duties, 

“tf also recommend a vote of thanks to 
the building committee of the local board 
for their arduous and unselfish I:bors. 
While our thanks are due to one and .!1 of 
our friends for their continued aid and 
support, especial thanks are due the wife 
of our colleague, Mrs. Joseph Hirsch, for 
her generous eftorts.

Lots of Luscions Fruit Will Be Grown 
in 1896. 


The first of the weather crop bulletin for 
the year was issued yesterday. It makes 
a good showing as far as it goes. The 
Only crop about which it can speak with 
anything like detiniteness this early in 
the season is the peach crop. Director 
Hunt says the prospect for the peach 
crop is exceedingly fine. 

The report, out yesterday, is as follows: 

“The present season, while slightly 
backWard, is in every respect far more 
promising than that of 1895. All vegetation 
has taken on a remarkably rapid growth 
under the influence of the warmth and 
sunshine of the past week: the bulk of 
the corn crop is planted and much of il 
up to a stand and being worked, Cotton 
land is in excellent condition, and con- 
siderable seed have already been sown in 
southern and central sections. Gardens 
and minor crops, such as oats, wheat and 
sugarcane, are promising, and while some 
injury was done fruit by the late frosts, it 
is more than probable that Georgia will 
again grow all the peaches that can be 
cisposed of. 

North Section. 

‘Throughout the northern counties the 
weather of the past week has been favor- 
able for the farmer and his crops. The 
week has been slightly deficient in rain- 
fall, but this has given ample opportunity 
for planting corn and cotton. A large por- 
tion of the corn crop has already been 
plqnted, and appears above ground, with 
a good stand; cotton planting is being 
pushed rapidly. Wheat, oats and rye are 
growing hicely, with good stands. Fruit 
is generally in nice conaition, and wiil 
probably be an average viel although 
some damage was done by the frosts of 
March 

Central Section. 

“The weather in the central section dur- 
ing the past several days has been very 
favorable for all farm work, but a little 
too dry for early vegetation. Upland corn 
is all planted and coming up, but stand is 
not good as yet, on account of dry weath- 
er, and rain: tis needed to soften the 
ground and enable the plant to come 
through. Cotton is about half planted, 
and those who have not planted are get- 
ting ready to, and in another week it is 
expected that all the seed will be in the 
ground. 

South Section. 

“Reports received fram numerous 
respondents in the southern section show 
that the past week has been dry ard 
warm, but all crops have fared well. <A 
very few farmers have not yet finished 
planting cotton, but* the greater portion 
of the crop is in the ground and is com- 
ing up with fair stands. Corn planting 
finished. and early planting is wubove 
ground.,”’

Mr. Parrott’s Plan.

buildings under consideration. It was a 
question as to the best method to make 
the sale. The lease of the grounds expired 
on April Ist. The exposition company had 
agreed to have the buildings removed by 
that time, but because of unavoidable delay 
the time was extended. 

At ene time it was reported that a syn- 
dicate from New York was in Atlanta io 
negotiate with the trustees for the pur- 
chase of the buildings and with the stock- 
holders of the old Piedmont company for 
the purpose of obtaining the grounds, This 
however was denied by both parties. Noth- 
ing definite was accomplished until the 
consultation yesterday morning between 
Mr. Inman and Mr. Parrott. By them it 
Was thought best to put the buildings up 
for sale aS soon as possible. Advertise- 
ments will be issued today stating what 
buildings will be sold. Several well-known 
auctioneers will be engaged and the prop- 
erty will go to the highest bidder.

Charged with the Murder of Garvin 
Allen Near Augusta. 

Augusta, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—In 
Aiken, S. C., today a true bill was found 
against Wiley Thompson for murder, in 
the killing of Garvin Allen, just across the 
river from Augusta, last January. Thomp- 
son is the son of Jesse Thompson, one of 
the wealthiest lumber men in the state 
and a resident of Augusta. 

The killing occurred at the house of a 
Mrs. Jopling, four miles from Augusta. 
There was a dance. Garvin Allen, though 
he had not been invited, went with two 
young men, one of whom by the name of 
Wilson told him that it would be all right. 
The other young man was named Gaddis 
and was then a comparative stranger in 
Augusta, having come here from Wash- 
ington, D. C. Wilson bought whisky for 
the party, and when they arrived at the 
dance, to which they had not been asked, 
they were under the influence of liquor. 
Wilson was very drunk. 

The young men in the party who were 
invited insisted that the intruders should 
leave, and they did so. Later they re- 
turned and getting out of the hack went 
into the dance hall. 

‘There was a fight at the door and on the 
inside, and as Garvin Allen came out there 
was a shot and he fell mortally wounded 
in the head. Gaddis put him in the hack 
and brought him back to the city. 

For some little time there was great 
mystery attached to the killéag. At the 
coroner's inquest, however, Hon. Henry C. 
Hammond developed evidence which went 
to show that the shot was fired by Thomp- 
son, who had been sitting on a fence, from 
which the shot came, The evidence show- 
ed also that a pistol found near the fence 
the next morning was one Mrs. Jopling 
had loaned Thompson the night before. 
The further fact that young Thompson 
had left Augusta served to make the coro- 
ner’s jury find a verdict of murder against 
him. Since then Thompson has not been 
in Augusta.

To Be Located in South Georgia. 
News of Americus. | 

Americus, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—It is 
understood here that another great colony 
is to be located on the line of the Georgia 
and Alabama railway, not far distant from 
Helena. A syndicate of New Yorkers has 
negotiated for a tract of 25,000 acres of land 
in that vicinity, and will locate several hun- 
dred families of Swedes thereon.

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The Ladies Organize To Secure the 
Rouss Battle Abbey. 


WILL MEET AGAIN THURSDAY 


At That Time Permanent Officers Will 
Be Elected—An Enthusiastic 
Meeting Yesterday. 


As a result ot the mass meeting at the 
Columbia Monday night a Georgia Battle 
Abbey Association was organized yester- 
day morning at the meeting of the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. 

The meeting was largly attended, and 
those present were enthusiastic workers 
for the Battle Abbey. Colonel Robert C. 
Wood was present and made a talk, in 
which he gave the ladies ‘his ideas of what 
should be done and the best way to £0 
about doing it. He told them of how the 
work is being carried on in New Orleans, 
which city has already raised a large sum 
of money. 

“What we want to do this morning,” said 
Colonel Wood, “‘is to take up the different 
phases of the Battle Abbey Association and 
get it into practical working order in 
Georgia. The principal source of resources 
will be the proceeds of the May day festi- 
val. Each locality should have a _ pro- 
gramme and render it on the same day or 
days, so tihat the ladies can work in uni- 
son. The first question that presents itself 
is, when will you, have the festival? 

‘General Gordon has fixed a date for 
the celebration of May day. His idea in 
setting one date was that it might be 
celebrated everywhere at one time and one 
city would not then interfere with another. 
It will take time to canvass the city 
and get people who are interested in the 
Battle Abbey to join the association, but 
Atlanta can get an extension of time and 
celebrate when she will. 

‘“‘Assume that Atlanta is fortunate enough 
to capture the abbey. Look at the returns 
it will) make to the city. It brings to At- 
lanta the annual reunion of the Confed- 
erate Veterans and that brings about 25,000 
soldiers who will spend on an average of 
$ a day. This will help all business, and 
what business man will not contribute to 
this noble cause with the chance of get- 
ting such profitable returns?”’ 

Mrs. Albert Howell, Sr., who has been 
one of the hardest workers for the Battle 
Abbey, and whose ceaseless toil in its 
behalf has been instrumental in bringing 
about the organization, was the next to 
speak. 

She suggested that the ladies arrange 
an entertaining programme with bicycle 
races and other amusements that usually 
draw a crowd and give the exercises at the 
old exposition grounds. ‘‘OtHner cities have 
done as much and are doing more. and 
are the ladies of this, the most progressive 
city of the south, té come out last in the 
race for this grand prize?”’ 

Colonel F. F. Garnett. of New York, 
who was present, was called on and made 
a neat address, and one that was greatly 
appreciated by his hearers. 

General Clement A. Evans spoke next 
and told of the sacred cause for which 
the money was to be raised, and said that 
he knew that all Atlantians would do their 
duty where ever the abbey was erected. He 
proposed that resolutions be adopted or- 
ganizing an association and that officers be 
elactéd at once. 

There was some discussion on this point 
and General Evans arose and amended, the 
proposed resolution by suggesting that the 
Daughters of the Confederacy adopt the 
resolutions read at the mass meeting, ad- 
journ and then meet again as ladies of At- 
lanta.

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ROME GASLIGHT CASE. 


Auditor Featherston Hands in His 
Report. 


Rome, Ga. April 14.—(Special.)—The re- 
port of Captain C. N. Featherston, au- 
ditor in the case of Spencer and others 
against the Rome Gaslight Company, Ar- 
nold Brovles receiver, was handed in- this 
afternoon. It is in favor of Spencer and 
others as to outstanding promissory notes, 
with interest, to the amount of $12,000, and 
coupons held by Spencer and others and 
by the Figst National bank are held valid, 
to be paid on the distribution of the as- 
sets of the company. and also a claim of 
$726.%, held by C. J. Graves, to be paid 
after all prior liens have been settled. 
It is against the claim of William Wright 
for $1.000. and against R. T. Coverdale, of 
Cincinnati, for one share of stock, trans- 
ferred by his son-in-law, J. J. Childs, to 
Stannard, of Boston, in 1894, by which 
the Roston people obtained a majority of 
the stock and the control of the company. 

Of the $17,500 first mortgage bonds $15,(##, 
held by Phinizy of Augusta and Atlanta 
and Cincinnati parties. are held as invalid, 
the remaining $3,500 ‘held by Coverdale be- 
ing valid and protected by first mortgage. 

The $15.000 second mortgage bonds held 
by Collins, of Cincinnati, are held as valid, 
and protected and the $42,500 third mortgage 
bonds are held as valid and protected by a 
lien on the electric light plant as the 
property of the gas company. 

The report finds that the property should 
be sold in four parcels. First, the three 
city lotes 6, 67 and 68 with buildings, 


engines and boilers: second, the city lot 
69 with the buildings thereon: third, the 


electric light plant and all its appurte- 
nances, and fourth, any other property 
found as belonging to the company. The 
report is a long one and very exhaustive.

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NEW RAILROAD LAW 


The Gist of Some Recent interesting and 
Important Court Decisions. 


COMPANIES AND THEIR RIGHTS 


Corporations Have a Few Privileges 
Left—A Disobliging Agent Not 
a Ground for Damages. 


In Pennsyvivania a condition in a deed 
of a right of way for erection of a sta- 
tion, the character of which is not speci- 
fied, is complied with by the erection of a 
board shed, without the placing of an 
agent there, it being in structure and 
management like most of the stations on 
the road. 

In Michigan it has been decided that 
when a railroad has been abandoned in 
the manner prescribed by the statute and 
no reasonable provision made for traffic 
between the points abandoned those who 
have contributed to the construction of 
the line are entitled to have their contribu- 
tions refunded with interest for five years. 

In Minnesota property in the hands of 
a common carrier in transit to a place 
outside of the state is not subject to 

garnishment. though it is within the 
state at the time of the service of the 
garnishee summons. 

In the supreme court of the United 
States it is held that where a freight 
corporation owns a railroad lying partly 
within and partly without a state the 
state may tax such portion of the tolls 
received for the use of the road as was 
received for the use of the portion within 
the state. 

In Virginia it is held that where two 
railroad companies are consolidated under 
authority the presumption of law is, until 
the contrary appears, that the united 
company is subject to all the liabilities of 
those out of which it is created and may 
be sued thereon under iis new name in 
the organization of an original corpora- 
tion. 

In Texas it is laid down that a carrier 
is not liable because the agent at a depot 
at which a passenger was waiting for a 
train was cross and refused to tell her 
the name of the town or where she could 
find a hotel and on her asking for water, 
mereiy pointed to a tank some distance 
away, or because men and boys around 
the station jeered and laughed at her. 

In Maryland a carrier is required to use 
all the means at hand for the purpose of 
enabling it to use @ passenger coach before 
it will be excused for using a baggage 
car for the transportation of passengers.

The City of Atlanta Is Made Defendant 
in Two mad Suits.

THE NEWS “OF THE COURTS 
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A Large Number of Damage Suits 
Were Filed Yesterday in the Of- 
fice of the Superior Court. 


Mr. W. A. Thompson has brought suit 
against the city of: Atlanta for damages 
which he claims to have received by fall- 
ing into a ditch on Decatur street. 

The suit was filed yesterday afternoon in 
the office of the superior court by Attorneys 
Smith & Roberts. The petition claims that 
the injuries received by Mr, Thompson are 
permanent and ask .that the city be re- 
quired to pay him the sum of $5,000. 

Mr. Thompson says that on January 4th 
he started from his home on Decatur street 
about 4 o'clock in the morning and that the 
day was very dark. Between Fort and 
Hilliard streets he sayy there Was on open 
ditch or trench in the sidewalk into which 
he fell. He admits seeing a portion of the 
ditch and says he attemvted to walk 
around it, not knowing it extended entirely 
across the sidewalk. 

The petition alleges that he fell into the 
open ditch and was thrown with great force 
and violence against a water plug, knocking 
out three teeth, breaking his upper jaw and 
fracturing his lower jaw bone. He says 
his face was cut and bruised and lacerated 
and he was wholly unfitted for work for 
the space a” two months. 

He says he has lost $100 on account of his 
absence from work, and that he has spent 
a similar amount for doctors’ bills. The pe- 
tition holds that the city is liable in that 
the trench was left open and unguarded, 
knowing that the pedestrians along that 
side of the street were liable at any time 
to fall and seriously injure themselves. 

Sues for a Broken Leg. 

Through her attorney, Campbell ling, 
Mrs. Georgia Chandler has brought suit 
against the city in the amount of $3,000. 

The petition of Mrs. Chandler shows that 
she was walking down Ira street on Oc- 
tober 20th, last vear, when she fell into a 
small hole in the pavement on the sidewalk. 

She says she was exercising ordinary care 
and that the city is liable on account of 
the negligence in not keeping the sidewalk 
in proper repair. The suit is directed to 
the city court and will probably be reached 
for trial at the next term of the court. 


To Recegver Her Trunk. 

Miss EF. A. Cook has brought suit against 
the Atlanta Baggage and Cab Company for 
the recovery of a trunk which she says was 
received by the company for delivery sev- 
eral months ago. 

The petition shows that Miss Cook was 
a passenger on the Central railroad irain 
which arrived in Atlanta on September 13, 
1885, and that her trunk check was given 
to an employe of the Atlanta Baggage and 
Cab Company, with instructions to be de- 
livered to her residence, No. 231 Capitol 
avenue, 

Miss Cook says her trunk was never de- 
livered, though many demands were made. 
Finally, she says, the company informed 
her that the trunk had been lost or stolen. 
She says she made out a bill for $250 for 
the value of the trunk, which amount has 
not been paid. She now sues the company 
for that amount and $50 attorney's fees. 


She is represented by Attorney F. R. 
Walker. 


Will Be Decided Today.

When an application for a writ of luna- 
cy was made, several days ago, Judge Cal- 
houn~ stated that he was not. cer- 
tain that a writ would lie in the 
court of ordinary and desired more time 
in which to consider the question. fis de- 
cision will be made known this morning at 
10 o’clock. 

The attorneys of Alex Carr, Messrs. Ar- 
nold & Arnold, expect the decision will be 
favorable, as the law makes provision for 
trials when a convict or prisoner becomes 
insane after being sentenced. Several con- 
ferences have been held by the attorneys 
with Attorney General Terrell and Govern- 
or Atkinson, and the general opinion s-ems 
to be that the writ of lunacy will properly 
lie in the court of ordinary.
